Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1964.  The  report  is  compiled  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  Circular  1/65  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  continuing  improvement  in  the 
general  environmental  aspect  of  the  town — the  fast  diminish¬ 
ing  islets  of  sub-standard  property,  the  erection  of  new  houses 
in  the  central  area  and  elsewhere,  the  widening  of  streets  and 
the  improved  appearance  of  many  shops  and  other  premises. 
In  step  with  these  advances  in  the  living  background  of  the 
people  has  been  the  promotion  of  further  welfare  provision 
by  the  building  of  a  new  home  for  old  people  ideally  situated 
at  Brackenthwaite. 

The  health  of  the  town  in  1964  was  generally  good  with 
a  low  total  incidence  of  notifiable  disease.  No  death  was  re¬ 
corded  from  such  and  no  death  was  attributed  to  influenza. 
The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population  at  27,500  was 
a  decrease  of  100  on  the  previous  year  and  still  hovers  round 
the  1961  Census  figure  of  27,566.  The  number  of  births, 
however,  increased.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  rose  from  16  9 
in  1963  to  18.8,  while  the  death  rate  fell  from  12.7  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  to  12.3. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  increased  from  5  in  1963  to 
11  in  1964,  resulting  in  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  19.8,  a 
figure  however  closely  approximating  the  national  average. 
It  should  be  remembered,  to,  that  wider  fluctuations  must  be 
expected  in  a  relatively  small  community.  Deaths  in  young 
people,  i.e.  between  the  ages  of  one  year  and  25  years,  were 
three  in  number — one  death  in  a  child  due  to  congenital  de¬ 
fect,  one  from  pneumonia  at  age  3  years,  and  one  accidental 
death  at  age  11  years.  Deaths  from  cancer  increased  by  five 
over  the  figure  of  48  for  1963,  the  main  site  being  the 
stomach.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  fell  by  two. 

The  sanitary  work  of  the  town  is  described  in  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Heath  inspector.  I  should  emphasise  here 
that,  although  slum  property  has  largely  been  dealt  with,  the 
new  standards  of  amenity  propounded  in  recent  legislation 
keep  very  much  alive  the  need  for  a  vast  amount  of  inspec¬ 
torial  work  to  improve,  individually  or  in  groups,  the  living 
conditions  in  those  homes  that  fall  outside  the  category  “sub¬ 
standard”  at  present  but  may  deteriorate  over  the  next  five  to 
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ten  years.  The  old  approach  to  bad  housing  was  in  some  res¬ 
pects  a  negative  one,  aimed  at  doing  away  with  defects, 
whereas  the  new  ideal  is  to  consider  how  best  and  to  what 
extent  houses  of  reasonable  worth  can  be  preserved  and 
equipped  with  positive  amenities  for  decent  living.  These 
duties,  along  with  others  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  and  others,  will  impose  a 
considerable  burden  of  work  on  the  minimal  staff  employed. 

A  notable  advance  in  hygiene  of  the  town  was  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  decision  to  change  from  dustbin  to  paper-bag  collection 
of  refuse. 

I  undertook  to  write  this  introduction  to  the  report  of 
your  Medical  Officer  at  a  time  when  he  was  gravely  ill  and  it 
is  with  much  regret  that  I  now  record  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  N. 
Dobson  who  had  served  you  well  for  the  past  ten  years. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Beldon,  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the  year  and 
for  the  help  he  has  given  to  ease  the  writing  of  this  part;  and 
to  Miss  Davidson,  clerk  of  the  department,  for  her  work  in 
the  preparation  of  the  report.

The  number  of  infant  deaths  shows  an  increase  of  6,  com¬ 
pared  with  that  for  1963,  giving  a  rate  of  20  per  1,000  five 
births,  which  is  the  same  as  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 
Eight,  or  73%  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period, 
that  is  within  the  first  month  of  life.  The  neo-natal  mortality 
rate  was  14.4  per  1,000  total  live  births,  compared  with  a  cor¬ 
responding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  13.8.  The  perinatal 
mortality  rate,  comprising  stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one 
week,  was  36.8,  while  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  28.2. 

The  chief  causes  of  the  infant  deaths  were  congenital 
malformations,  which  accounted  for  4  of  the  1 1  deaths,  pre¬ 
maturity  2  and  inhalation  asphyxia  2.

(a)  Staff.

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Use  is  made  of  the  bacteriological  facilities  at  White¬ 
haven  Hospital  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R.  Dallachy,  and 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  the  Cumberland 
Infirmary  directed  by  Dr.  D.  G.  Davies.  Analytical  services 
arc  provided  by  Messrs.  Ruddock  and  Sherrat,  Public 
Analysts,  Warrington. 

(c)  Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Medical  services  provided  under  Part  III  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Cumberland 
County  Council.  Information  about  the  provision  of  Home 
Nursing,  Home  Helps,  Immunisation  and  other  services  is 
available  at  the  office  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  Area 
Health  Office,  Flatt  Walks,  Whitehaven.

The  Training  Centre,  Flatt  Walks,  has  65  places  for  sub¬ 
normal  children  and  there  is  a  temporary  Adult  Training 
Centre  at  Meadow  View  pending  the  completion  of  new 
premises  at  Distington. 

(d)  Hospital  Services.

The  relatively  high  numbers  of  scarlet  fever  cases  pro¬ 
bably  related  to  a  higher  proportion  of  demonstrable  skin 
rashes  accompanying  sore  throat  (this  making  it  incumbent 
on  the  practitioners  to  notify)  rather  than  an  undue  incidence 
of  the  classical  disease.  The  condition  today  merges  into  a 
group  of  streptococcal  condition,  some  with  skin  manifesta¬ 
tions  and  some  not. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination.  During  the  year  161 
children  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox:  1,222  received  pro¬ 
tection,  primary  or  booster,  against  {Diphtheria  and  Tetanus, 
and  poliomyelitis  oral  vaccine  was  given  in  530  cases.

The  increased  number  of  children  eligible  for  Mantoux 
testing  in  1964  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  two  year  groups 
i.e.  those  born  in  1950  and  in  1961  were  taken  together  to  re¬ 
duce  by  one  year  the  age  at  which  B.C.G.  vaccination  is 
given. 

The  percentage  of  children  found  to  be  Mantoux  positive 
and  therefore  already  carrying  some  immunity  to  tuberculosis 
fell  by  2%  compared  with  the  rate  for  1963.

Sir, 

l  wish  to  submit  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1964. 

The  work  of  this  department  continued  steadily  on  much 
the  same  lines  as  last  year.  One  inspector  is  employed  full 
time  on  Meat  Inspection  while  the  practical  district  work  de¬ 
volves  upon  an  additional  inspector  and  myself. 

While  the  demand  for  attention  to  house  repairs  and 
house  closing  has  diminished  over  the  years  due  to  dwindling 
numbers  of  substandard  property,  additional  and  alternate 
duties  have  been  carried  out  in  lieu:  the  character  of  the  daily 
round  has  changed.  New  legislation  has  posed  fresh  prob¬ 
lems — the  Clean  Air  Act,  House  Improvement  schemes  and 
the  recent  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  being 
serious  and  long  awaited  tools  in  the  field  of  environmental 
public  health  work. 

Food  hygiene  has  not  been  neglected  and  as  much  time 
as  possible  has  been  devoted  to  this  important  aspect  of  the 
work.  Slum  Clearance  is  now  in  the  last  phase,  only  a  com¬ 
paratively  small  number  of  clearance  areas  and  individual 
houses  remain  to  be  dealt  with. 

SECTION  A. 

HOUSING 

NEW  BUILDINGS:  One  hundred  and  thirty-one  dwelling- 
houses  were  completed  by  the  Corporation  during  the  year 
and  one  hundred  were  under  construction  on  31st  Decem¬ 
ber,  1964. 

Sixteen  houses  were  completed  by  private  builders  in  the 
district  and  fifty  were  under  construction  on  the  same  date. 

DISPLACEMENTS:  Fifty-eight  families  were  removed  from 
unfit  dwellinghouses  during  the  year  and  rehoused  by  the 
Corporation. 

PROCEDURE.  Forty  -six  unfit  dwellings  were  closed  follow¬ 
ing  action  under  Housing  Act  1957  (S.16):  eleven  houses  were 
closed  in  Clearance  Areas  previously  confirmed  and  one 
house  was  dealt  with  informally. 
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During  the  year  the  Preston  Street  Clearance  Areas  Nos. 
49-53  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing. 

REPAIRS:  The  number  and  degree  of  house  repairs  has 
been  falling  for  years  due  to  the  simple  fact  that  there  are  now 
fewer  tenanted  substandard  houses  remaining  in  the  district. 
No  formal  notices  were  necessary  to  carry  out  repairs 
although  delays  were  frequent  for  small  jobs. 

IMPROVEMENTS:  The  house  to  house  survey  carried 
out  last  year  has  not  been  repeated.  Twenty-eight  applications 
were  received  for  standard  grants  towards  works  of  improve¬ 
ment,  two  of  which  were  declined  on  planning  grounds,  and 
two  withdrawn  by  the  applicant. 

Twenty-eight  houses  were  improved  by  Standard  Grant 
aid,  five  more  than  last  year,  a  disappointing  response  to  the 
energy  devoted  to  publicity  on  this  subject.  Not  a  single  ap¬ 
plication  for  a  discretionary  grant  was  received. 

REDEVELOPMENT:  The  erection  of  further  three  storeyed 
flats  continued  in  the  George  Street  area  and  the  redevelop¬ 
ment  of  parts  of  Strand  Street  progressed  under  the  care  of  the 
Borough  Surveyor’s  Department. 

OVERCROWDING:  No  survey  has  been  carried  out  for 
some  years,  neither  is  it  considered  necessary.  Information 
gathered  during  routine  house  visits  suggests  that  this  is  no 
longer  a  problem  in  this  district  although  there  are  still  a 
numbe-  of  houses  where  the  dwelling  is  shared,  mostly  by  the 
tenant  and  married  daughters  with  their  families. 

RENT  ACT,  1957:  No  action  has  taken  place  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  this  Act. 

CARAVANS:  The  decision  to  run  down  and  finally  abolish 
the  Corporation  Caravan  Site  at  Wastwater  Road  was  pru¬ 
dent  both  from  a  planning  aspect  and  from  a  duty  to  abolish 
reduced  living  standards.  As  tenants  were  rehoused  from 
vans  the  plots  have  been  kept  vacant  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  the  numbers  of  vans  had  been  reduced  from  46  to  29. 

The  land  at  Moresby  Road,  formerly  used  by  a  few 
gypsies  has  become  filled  by  a  class  of  itinerant  traders  who 
have  virtually  taken  possession,  paying  no  rent,  fouling  the 
site  and  engaging  in  the  business  of  scrapping  old  motor  cars 
and  buses.  Control  is  virtually  impossible  and  the  only  solu¬ 
tion  would  appear  to  be  to  develop  the  land  to  preclude  this 
type  of  settlement  completely.

I.  Food  premises  in  the  district  numbered  207. 

11(a)  Premises  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 

Ice  Cream  (sale  or  storage)  ...  68 

Potted,  pickled,  preserved  food 

(meat  products,  fish  cakes,  etc.)  ...  18

11(b)  Dairies  and  Milk  Supply. 

The  entire  supply  of  milk  to  the  district  is  Tuberculin 
Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised  and  17  persons  are 
registered  as  dealers  for  the  sale  of  milk  by  retail.  The 
number  of  premises  registered  is  15. 

Because  all  the  milk  falls  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Regulations,  all  the  above  persons  are 
licensed  and  this  function  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council..  Sampling  supervision  and  inspection  is  car¬ 
ried  out  by  this  department. 

Practically  all  milk  sold  is  bottled  outside  the  district 
by  one  large  establishment  and  sampling  is  thereby 
simplified. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  shown  in  the  trade  in  the 
past  has  been  maintained.  Sampling  results  were  as 
follows  : —

III  All  food  shops  and  premises  handling  food  were  re¬ 
visited  during  the  year  and,  with  a  few  exceptions  on 
small  matters  of  practice,  the  standard  of  hygiene  was 
being  maintained. 

IV  Educational  Activity. 

Direct  contact  with  staff  employed  at  food  premises  at 
the  time  of  inspection  is  still  considered  to  be  much 
more  effective  than  any  organised  system  of  lectures  on 
hygiene  practices.  Opportunities  were  taken  to  discuss 
these  matters  during  routine  visits. 
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V  Disposal  of  condemned  foodstuffs. 

Unfit  foodstuffs  from  shops  and  stores  (which  consist 
mostly  of  tinned  goods)  were  destroyed  by  deep  burying 
in  the  Corporation’s  refuse  tip  at  Overend.  Unsound 
meat  and  animal  wastes  from  the  slaughterhouses  were 
collected  several  times  a  week  for  industrial  processing. 

VI  No  large  stocks  of  food  were  examined  during  the  year. 

VII  Ice  Cream  Heat  Treatment  Regulations. 

One  manufacturer  still  operates  in  the  district  but  all 
other  ice  cream  sold  is  imported  from  outside  and 
arrives  pre-packed.  A  large  number  of  food  shops  retail 
ice  cream,  generally  the  product  of  nationally  known 
firms. 

VIII  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1960. 

All  food  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year.  No 
leap  forward  in  either  premises  or  practices  can  be  re¬ 
ported  but  the  standard  generally  was  maintained. 
While  improvements  are  still  possible  (and  are  encour¬ 
aged)  no  serious  breaches  of  the  Regulations  were  ob¬ 
served  and  no  prosecutions  were  necessary. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

Meat  is  by  far  the  most  important  article  of  food  and 
one  that  always  merits  the  greatest  amount  of  attention, 
within  the  scope  of  public  health  work.  A  very  large  meat 
trade  is  conducted  at  the  Pottery  Road  Slaughterhouse  and  a 
great  deal  of  carcase  meat  and  offal  is  exported  out  of  the  dis¬ 
trict,  principally  to  the  towns  on  the  N.E.  coast. 

One  inspector  has  to  devote  his  full  time  to  this  single 
aspect  of  the  work  and  as  slaughtering  takes  place  on  seven 
days  a  week  this  service  requires  difficult  hours.  A  charge 
for  inspection  is  now  made  and  all  carcases  are  stamped, 
none  leaving  the  premises  without  this  treatment. 

One  small  private  slaughterhouse  is  also  in  operation 
and  in  both  premises  standards  were  maintained  during  the 
year.

WATER  SUPPLY 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  water  supplies  of  the 
district.  The  South  Cumberland  Water  Board  is  the  sole 
water  undertaker. 

I.  The  entire  supply  for  the  district  is  taken  from  Enner- 
dale  Lake.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  lake  through  screens 
at  the  intake  house,  flows  by  gravity  through  the  treatment 
house  and  from  thence  to  the  pumping  station  at  Summer- 
grove  where  it  is  distributed  to  the  several  reservoirs. 

II.  At  the  treatment  house  the  water  is  chlorinated  and  rec¬ 
tified  for  hardness,  the  water  being  upland  surface  and 
naturally  soft.  Samples  were  taken  from  different  points  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  and  results  are  shown  in  the  Appendix. 
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III.  There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo-solvency. 

IV.  The  gathering  grounds  are  grass  or  bracken  covered 
hills  with  large  areas  of  pine  forest.  Sheep  grazing  is  the 
main  industry  and  with  the  exception  of  a  single  hotel  and  a 
few  scattered  farms  there  are  no  human  dwellings.  The  area 
is  thus  free  from  contamination  by  house  drainage.  The  hotel 
has  a  modern  sewage  disposal  plant  and  the  farms  have  suit¬ 
able  arrangements. 

V.  The  number  of  dwellinghouses  supplied  with  water  was 
7,858  and  the  population  27,500. 

Sewerage:  The  entire  district  is  sewered  except  for  the  village 
of  Sandwith.  The  sewage  flows  to  the  sea  and  is  discharged 
at  a  point  on  the  coast  half  a  mile  to  the  Southward  of  the 
harbour.  The  strand  at  this  point  is  unattractive  and  little 
frequented. 


SECTION  C. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

I.  Factories  Acts: 

A  table  in  the  Appendix  shows  the  factories  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  and  the  inspections  carried  out. 

il.  The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

This  important  new  piece  of  legislation,  designed  to  care 
for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  a  very  large  number  of 
employed  persons  was  introduced  during  the  year.  Regis¬ 
tration  of  all  premises  was  nearly  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year  and  a  number  of  visits  were  made  as  opportunity  occur¬ 
red.  A  great  deal  of  time  will  have  to  be  spent  on  inspections 
under  this  Act  in  future. 

ill.  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

Formerly  there  were  two  premises  licensed  under  this 
Act  but  owing  to  the  manufacturer  moving  from  the  district 
there  was  no  such  premises  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

IV.  Offensive  Trades. 

Two  premises  were  still  registered  for  offensive  trades,  a 
rag  and  bone  dealer  and  tripe  and  gut  preparer.  The  trade 
was  very  small  and  no  nuisancees  occurred. 
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V.  Rodent  Control. 

The  incidence  of  rat  and  mouse  infestation  in  the  town 
has  never  been  large  and  no  change  was  observed.  No  sur¬ 
vey  of  premises  was  possible  owing  to  the  magnitude  of  such 
a  task,  but  opportunity  was  taken  to  investigate  this  problem 
when  visiting  premises  for  other  purposes.  The  number  of 
complaints  was  similar  to  that  of  previous  years  and  the  con¬ 
trol  measures  are  effective.  Town  sewers  and  the  refuse  tip 
were  baited  regularly.  Private  dwellings  were  treated  as 
necessary  (free  of  charge)  mostly  for  minor  infestations  of 
mice. 

VI.  Smoke  Abatement  and  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Some  improvement  can  be  reported  in  the  dock  area 
where  all  shunting  locomotives  are  now  fired  on  coke,  fol¬ 
lowing  negotiations  between  this  department  and  the  National 
Coal  Board.  Smokeless  operation  of  locomotives  using  coal 
is  impossible  but  the  change  to  coke  has  been  made  without 
any  modifications  to  the  fireboxes  or  furnace  bars  and  so  far, 
both  in  regard  to  thermal  efficiency  and  from  the  economic 
aspect,  this  experiment  has  been  successful.  It  should  be 
noted  that  at  one  time,  all  locomotives  used  coke  and  great 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  burning  coal. 

Coal  fired  steamers  preparing  for  sea  still  occasionally 
give  trouble  and  the  operation  of  steam  cranes  using  coal  in 
vertical  firetube  boilers  has  yet  to  be  tackled. 

Domestic  smoke  in  the  town,  while  less  than  formerly, 
showed  little  change  and  could  well  be  greatly  improved. 
Such  improvement  cannot  be  expected  until  every  new  dwell¬ 
ing  is  provided  with  suitable  grates  (or  alternative  heating 
systems)  and  older  dwellings  have  alternative  arrangements. 
The  Corporation  has  given  a  lead  in  this  direction  by  the 
construction  of  electrically  heated  flats  and  by  suitable  grates 
in  certain  new  houses  but  more  could  be  done  by  contact 
with  private  house  owners  at  the  time  plans  are  deposited. 

Pollution  other  than  smoke  was  encountered  from  a 
chemical  works  situated  on  the  weather  side  of  the  town  and 
negotiations  between  the  company,  the  Alkali  inspectorate 
and  this  department  took  place  from  time  to  time.  Owing  to 
constant  increases  in  the  volume  of  emissions  and  the  com¬ 
plexity  of  the  problems  of  limitation  to  tolerable  levels, 
nuisances  occur  occasionally  but  every  effort  is  made  to 
remedy  these  occurrences. 

VII.  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  use  of  the  expendable 
paper  sack  method  of  refuse  storing  (instead  of  dustbins)  has 
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at  last  been  introduced  into  the  district  and  while  no  figures 
are  available  yet  on  savings,  the  advantage  in  all  other  direc¬ 
tions  is  apparent.  Overend  tip  is  still  in  use  and  this  service 
is  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Surveyors  department. 

VIII.  Disinfections  and  Verminous  Premises. 

This  section  of  the  work  diminishes  each  year  due  to  im¬ 
proved  housing  standards,  modern  insecticides  and  the  use  of 
a  vacuum  cleaner  in  nearly  every  home.  One  case  of  bed 
bugs  was  discovered  and  treated.  Infestations  of  cockroaches 
were  still  frequently  encountered  and  of  course  house  fly  and 
blow  flies.  The  rare  incidence  of  fleas  must  be  credited  to 
the  vacuum  cleaner. 

IX  Public  Swimming  Baths. 

The  Corporation  owned  and  managed  swimming  baths 
were  well  patronised.  A  new  solid  fuel  fired  vertical  automa¬ 
tic  boiler  has  proved  efficient  and  economic. 

Chlorinated  water  from  the  town  mains  is  used  in  a  con¬ 
tinuous  circulation  system  through  sand  filters.  The  chlorina¬ 
tion  dosage  is  adjusted  to  provide  a  suitable  bath  water  and 
this  is  checked  several  times  daily  by  the  baths  staff.  Bac¬ 
teriological  sampling  is  carried  out  by  this  department  and 
results  (shown  in  the  Appendix)  were  satisfactory.
